I am an instructor in English working for East Carolina University 
and Craven Technical Institute in New Bern, N. C. Since approxi- 
mately 1966 I have been intensely interested in the questions 
surrounding the assassination of President Kennedy and the Warren 
Report* In early 1968 I wrote to you for several of your books, 
which you kindly forwarded. 

Here in New Bern I have been active in founding a reading and dis- 
cussion group which has been meeting regularly since last summer. 

On March 10 I intend to offer a presentation entitled "The Failure 
of the Warren Report and the Meaning of That Failure for 1972." In 
this regard I would be most grateful if you would forward to me the 
following: 

a. any updated conclusions of your own based on recent investiga- 

tion 

b. a listing of your complete works (including recordings) on the 

subj ect 

c. a listing of any work in progress on the part of other responsi- 

ble critics 

I'm aware of course that you may be reluctant to meet the first re- 
quest. I can only assure you that I am acting independently and 
with absolutely no thought of publishing investigative data of any 
kind. In 1968 I formed an organization Bjff in Virginia Beach, B Va. , 
which agitated for a re-investigation of the assassination (see 
enclosed). During 1968 and 1969 I corresponded several times with 
Penn Jones. In this election year I am convinced that the danger 
of a repetition of conspiratorial assassination (e.g. , McGovern, 
Lindsay, Ted Kennedy if he runs) is very real indeed. 

Anything that you can find time to provide will be greatly appreci- 
ated.
